Response to restriction/Election of Species Requirement 

This paper is responsive to the Restriction Requirement dated 18.Jun.2008. 

At the outset, the applicant TRAVERSES the Examiner's requirement as to the election 
between the following grouping of the claims : 
- Group I: claims 1-5 
Group H: claims 6-13 
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It is the applicant's position that notwithstanding the Examiner's comments that various 
class and subclass designations may be applied to the above groups of claims, that the 
subject matter of the claims are sufficiently proximate and overlapping in technical nature 
that a search on one group of claims would likely result in a sufficiently broad search 
ample to assess the patentability of all of the claims. 

Nonetheless, if the Examiner does not withdraw the outstanding Restriction Requirement, 
the applicant provisionally elects the subject matter of the Group I claims, with 
TRAVERSE. 

The applicant also traverses the Examiner's election of species requirement It is the 
applicant's position that the nature of the claimed compounds are sufficiently similar 
such that a single coextensive search of the prior art relating to the currently claimed 
invention may be made, and without imposing an undue burden on the Examiner. 

Nonetheless, if the Examiner does not withdraw the outstanding election of species 
requirement, and with reference to the species outlined by the Examiner, the applicant 
provisionally elects the subj ect matter of the Group I claims, with TRAVERSE.
